Frau Marie Kardos Hang- 
ed in Hungary for Slay- 
ing Husband and Son

SZOLNOK, Hungary, Jan. 13.— 
Crying, “God help me,” Frau Marie 
Kardos was hanged today in the 


prison courtyard here in atonement 
to the state for the murder of her 
husband and 22-year-old son last 
year, She was the first woman to be 
hanged by court sentence in Hungary 
fot many generations, She was 46 
years old. 

Frau Kardos, one of 40 Women who 
Appeared in the group poisoriing trials 
of last spring and summer and one 
of three to receive the death sentence, 
lost the jaded ennui which marked 
her early demeanor in the few days 
preceding her death, As execution 
became imminent ehe was stricken 
with terror at the prospect of the

“He guaranteed me eight per cent 
a year on the preferred stock,” Mrs. 
Morrison said, and added that she had 
not received any dividends, 

Mrs. Morrison further stated that 
Captain Powys-Herbert had advised 
her to convert her shares into shares | 
in the Canadian Coal and Iron com- 
pany.

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WHAT CANADA NEEDS 
Hon. G. Howard Ferguson, Canada's 
new High Commissioner to London, ex- 
presses the view that Canada’s greatest 
needs are more capital and more people. 
That is an echo of the expression that was 
common two years ago, and which fitted 

in with the conditions of that time. 
But conditions have changed. Canada’s 
chief need just now is markets for its sur- 
lus products, rather than capital and la- 
r with which to create more unsaleable 
roducts. Given these markets, the in- 
ow of capital and of people will take 
care of itself. Without the markets the 
capital will not come and the people are 

not wanted. 


TIME TO RECONSIDER 


A hitch has evidently occurred in the 
arrangements to start a trans-Canada air 
mail service this year via the Crow's Nest 
Pass. Announcement is made that while 
the survey of the Pass has been completed, 
mail planes will not fly the mountain link 
in the proposed route during the present 
year; whether because the risks are too 
great or because there is not enough busi- 
ness in sight, is not stated. 

This delay gives an opportunity to urge 
that the whole project be reconsidered, 
and representations may well be made in 
that behalf on the part of Edmonton, 
Battleford, Saskatoon, and other points in 
central and northern Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan. It may fairly be asked that dur- 
ing the coming summer a re-survey be 
made of all available cross-mountain 
routes, with a reconsideration of the 
claim that a service by way of Saskatoon, 
Edmonton and Jasper is quite as practic- 
able as the southern route, and prospec- 
tively better from a business standpoint. 


THE SEED FAIR 


Quite a few years ago Alberta won its 
place as a seed-growing country extra- 
ordinary, and the regularity with which 
cereals and grasses grown in this province 
capture the premier honors at the large 
eastern shows is proof that the title is 
still good. World-beating wheat, oats, 
peas and timothy are not grown from 
inferior seed. 

The Provincial Seed Fair, which is 
being held in the city this week, is an 
event of a kind that does not draw large 
crowds. There is nothing in a display of 
seeds that strikes the ordinary observer 
in a way to produce the popular “thrill”. 
But competition in seed-growing is none 
the less important on that account. How- 
ever favorable other conditions may be, 
poor seed will not produce good grain and 
good crops. 

Prices being what they are, and the 
prospect what it is, the quality of grain— 
and all other farm products—is of more 
than usual consequence. The best price 
going is none too good, and it will take 
the highest quality products to bring the 
best price when markets are glutted. The 
seed fair may not be spectacular, but it 
is important, for the better the seed he 
is able to sow the better the farmer’s 
chance of growing a crop that will bring 
the maximum returns. 


CAN BUSINESS BE CREATED? 


It is possible to create business. If 
that is not true, hundreds of millions of 
dollars are being absolutely thrown away 
every year in payment for advertising. 

But the men who advertise most wide- 
ly and most persistently are broad-mind- 
ed, keenly intelligent, hard-headed men, 
who are not at all disposed to throw away 
money and are certainly likely to know 
when or whether they are doing it. 

More than that; these men base their 
opinion, that advertising pays, upon 
their own experience and that of others 
who have gained outstanding success in 
the business world. They know that the 
firms which advertise most consistently, 
and live up to their advertisements, are 
the firms which prosper and grow with 
the years; and that the firms which do 
not advertise, or advertise only spasmodi- 
cally, are the ones whose goods stay on 
the shelves until the sheriff comes in. 

Edmonton business houses would be 
well advised: just now to try what effect 
skilful and energetic advertising can pro- 
duce in the way of creating business, Con- 
ditions are severe enough to make the ex- 

riment convincing, one way or the other. 

ow about putting the matter to the 
test; and finding out whether it is really 
ible to create business or whether the 
world’s leaders in commerce are only wast- 


ing hundreds of millions of dollars every 
year under the delusion that they are 
creating business? 


THE POULTRY SHOW 


At a time when conditions are giving 
new importance to poultry raising and 
other branches of mixed farming, as dis- 
tinguished from grain growing, the an- 
nual Edmonton Poultry Show should at- 
tract wider attention than usual. 

That poultrymen in this district are 
alive to the changed situation, and are re- 
sponding to the opportunity it offers, is 
evident from the fact that the entries 
made are as numerous as those made at 
the Provincial Show held last month in 
Calgary. ; 

Comparatively few townspeople are 
personally concerned in raising and keep- 
ing poultry, either as a business or as a 
“fad”. But all are interested, in an indi- 
rect way, in the growth of this branch of 
production, particularly in its progress, 
or lack of progress, in this part of Alberta. 

This is a province in which eggs and 
poultry should be obtainable at all sea- 
sons at moderate prices, while the Domin- 
ion, with its enormous crops of coarse 
grains, should be a regular and heavy ex- 
porter of both eggs and {able birds. The 
facts are that for some years fresh eggs 
in Edmonton have demanded almost pro- 
hibitive prices in the winter season, while 
Canada has been importing eggs in large 
quantities. 

As an encouragement to those who are 
rebuilding this neglected branch of farm 
production in this part of the province, 
the Poultry Show deserves the patronage 
even of townsfolk, and even of that large 
majority of them who do not keep poul- 
try. It is well worth while in these times 
to encourage those who are helping to di- 
versify production and thus free business 
from the domination of depressed grain 
prices.

IN GOOD STANDING 

In conversation nowadays, one hears the hopeful 
note of the confirmed optimist: “Well, even if the 
western farmer can't sell his wheat, at least he can’t 
starve; he can always live on what he has produced.”

CAUSES OF TUBERCULOSIS 
After years of wasted effort in attempting to kill

the tubercular germs in a patient, most physicians 
today are concentrating upon treating the patient 
rather than the disease. Diet, fresh air and rest are 
now the treatments recommended by practically 
every physician. It is now known that tubercular 
germs are frequently not found in the patient's spu- 
tum until after the disease has progressed for many 
months, 

From my own experience in handling thousands 
of tubercular cases I am sure that there are only 
three important causes; namely, a poorly developed 
chest, enervation and faulty diet. When the one 
who grows up with a small chest and faulty lung 
capacity becomes greatly enervated while eating 
wrong kinds of food he is then easily subject to tu- 
berculosis, asthma, bronchitis, bronchiectasis or 
other disorders of the lungs or bronchi. He may also 
be subject to many other diseases, but you can be 
sure that the one who eventually develops tubercu- 
losis has small lungs and a tight chest. There have 
been perhaps a few exceptions in the cases of those 
who have been great athletes and after having sud- 
denly given up exercise have fallen into very bad 
habits, weakening themselves suddenly by late hours, 
drunkenness and other dissipations, 

A typical tuberculosis case is one where the pa- 
tient’s chest has always been small, then years of 
wrong eating, late hours, and other enervating causes 
weaken the patient until tuberculosis gradually de- 
velops. In many cases, an acute disease such as in- 
fluenza, leaves the patient in such a weakened con- 
dition that the influenza cough never leaves and the 
patient quickly turns into being tubercular. 

Symptoms of tuberculosis depend a great deal 
upon the portion of the body affected, and for this 
reason it is very difficult for people to diagnose 
themselves and likewise is difficult for a physician 
if he does not use every up-to-date diagnostic method 
available. Some of the first symptoms are great 
weakness or slight hacking cough and increase in 
temperature, especially during the afternoon, and fi- 
nally night sweats. Anyone with such symptoms 
should immediately have a thorough diagnosis and 
not allow the suspected tuberculosis or any other dis- 
ease to develop to such an extent as to reach a seri-

LIVING VICARTOOUSLY 

That we, which means our minds 
do not live for the moment, is 
familiar; neither do we live in 
reality alone, We get a lot of our 
living by proxy; and that fs what 
this title means, 

A psychologist, Mr. Frederick 
Lund, calls attention to the thirty 
million lodge members who appear 
on occasion in togas, fezzes, girdles, 
plumes and epaulettes and parade 
as woodmen, prophets, rajahs and 
use passwords and high-sounding 
titles, Why do they do it? Vica- 
rious emotion, Because today there 
are no knights, saints, seers, 
mystics, potentates. They like the 
pretense and like the feel of the 
clothes and the age and sentiment 
that is gone. It seems a strange 
performance in these matter-of-fact 
days. 

But that is just the point: That 
we cannot be matter-of-fact all the 
time and get the emotional satis- 
faction, the “kick” that we need. 
When you add it all up, I have no 
doubt that the total budget of the 
American p®ople for vicarious liv- 
ing is as huge as that for real liv- 
ing, for the butcher and the baker 
and his tribe. 

The theatre and the movies are 
the great supply houses of vicarious 
living for the masses. It is there we 
live by proxy as we cannot do in 
reality, Art and music belong in 
the same bill, And then there is 
the great world of literature, filling

libraries and newstands. How much 
a@ your Sunday paper is devoted to 
news, to real living and how much 
to feeding the imagination by vica- 
rious living! And then there is day- 
dreaming and romance, all a bit 
unreal, certainly not matter-of-fact. 

What concerns the doctrine of 
mental fitness is how much of this 
in all {ts varieties is wholesome 
and helps and how much gf it 
hinders, And the answer lies leS® in 
the how much than in the how. 
Induigence in unrealitles can easily 
be ovesdone, if you bave any tend- 
encies that way. The biggest fact 
to which the great majority must 
devote their energies is to carn A 
living. Few of us can do it by 
dreaming, So we are all assured of 
a large dose of reality, much of it 
dull but necessary. 

Mental hygiene has a deep inter- 
est in this problem, There is no one 
solution, To join a lodge would 
thrill one and bore another; and 
the same is true of the plays we see 
and the music we hear and the 
books we read, But some measure 
of vicarious living is necessary for 
all, So we cultivete our mattis for 
two purposes: To be able to solve 
our real problems better and to 
enter more richly into the satisfac- 
tions of the imagination, These 
may be simple or highly complex. 
All work and no play makes Jack 
a dull boy. We need thrills and 
stimulations. To satisfy them wisely 
is a part of mental hygiene.

Neither a business nor a govern- 
ment can well run say- on the prin- 
c'ple of a clear location or respon- 
sibility and the gran ing of the re- 
quisite power to go along with the 
respons bility. I do not mean to say 
that the legislative boc~ of a gov- 
renmnet should abdicate its clear 
duty of bringing into the open 
forum obvious derelictions of the 
executive. 

I do not mean to say that legisla- 
tive investigations of suspicious de- 
velopments in the adminis‘rative 
side of government are not vital 
and a clear duty of legislatures. 

I mean only that there is a grow- 
ing tendency to hamstring execu- 
tives by incessant legislative inter- 
ference wi h executive leadership, a 
tendency that goes beyond the legis- 
lative responsibilities for discussion 
and investigation and confirmation. 

I am convinced that there would 
be a marked improvement in t*e 
quality of political enterprise if leg- 
isla‘ures gave executives less hamp- 
ered hands, e’ 1 if it meant letting 
them make a few cze grave mis- 
takes, and schooled the public to a 
stricter holding of executives to ac- 
countability for results. 

The increasing legislative hamp- 
ering of exceutives so confuses the 
picture that we never know quite 
who is responsible for the mudd- 
lings and mistakes of an adminis- 
tration.

CONDEMNS RELIEF METHODS 


Editor Bulletin. 

It is, I believe, about ten years 
ago since I last wrote a letter to the 
“editor.” 

I am, however, forced to write at 
this time to take exception to the 
utterances of several of our servants 
and public men in connection with 
the care of unemployed men and 
women in this city. 

I am ashamed and absolutely dis- 
gusted when I read utterances from 
men whom I have known for years 
and whom I know now to be aware 
of the real situation that exists and 
who seem to be deliberately uttering 
falsehoods to the detriment of the 
unfortunates whose only crime is 
that of being unable to find work. 

Let me say, and I challenge any- 
one to refute this, that I have 
visited the places of registration and 
where men apply for relief and work 
daily since the opening up of these 
institutions, for the ‘purpose of ac- 
quainting myself with how these 
men and women are being looked 
after by those in charge, and there- 


fore I claim to have some know- 
ledge of the situat.on. 
I have seen men and boys, yes, 


and women, come out from these 
places called registration offices 
with tears in their eyes after going 
through the “third degree” and fail- 
ing to unwind the red tape which 
has to be unwound before reliet can 
be obtained 

I have also seen these offices 
close for the day when hundreds of 
men were waiting to be taken care 
of. I have so far failed to see any 
protest from the gentlemen who de- 
sire to keep the stores open late 
hours that the institutions which 
deal in relief are keeping short 
hour 

1 have seen men standing in line 
for days without getting food or @ 
place to s'eep; yes, and I have seen 
fathers with their ehildren in their 
arms, and those children crying in 
the cold for the want of food, wait 
for hours before they were admitted 
to the office where relief was to be 
had 

We are told that there is no need 
of anyone begging on the sireets or 
asking the citizens for food

down who may ask for food until 
you have carefully examined the 
case yourself and if you have not 
the time give the individual who 
asks you the benefit of the doubt. 


Go down and visit the registration 
places yourselves if you can find the 
time; you will broaden your own 
views on this matter of unemploy- 
ment and do a good turn to those 
who are in distress, because when 
our officils and servants know that 
they are being watched they will do 
better work. 

The Premier stated to me in the 
presence of the mayor and com- 
missioners that all men should be 
taken care of, no matter where they 
belonged, they are here, “and this 
government will pay you a hundred 
cents on the dollar for men whom 
you claim do not belong here and 
we won't quarrel with you about it.” 

And still men are being turned 
away dally who may not have had 
anything to eat for days. Some of 
these men have in desperation gone 
out on the streets and begged and 
some have even gone so far as to 
go in to a restaurant and eat a meal 
without being able to pay for same, 
Some of these men have slept in 
the police station over night and 
others have slept in box cars or 
other places where they could get in 
out of the elements. I have seen 
some of these men sent down to jail 
by a magistrate whom I am sure, 
was he acquainted with the real 
situation would never have sen- 
tenced them to jail. 

I have stated to some of the 
aldermen and the mayor thet if 
ever a reward was placed on ineffi- 
ciency then the men who are ad- 
ministering the issuing of relief to 
these unfortunates are eniitled to 
that reward, or perhaps the job is 
the reward, and I repeat this again. 


With the exception of Mr. Camp- 
bell, handling the married men, I 
am of the opinion that these offices 
should be cleaned out and that the 
force now handling this work should 
be rep'aced with men of a sym- 
pathetic nature. 

Criminal investigators are not 
needed and are out of place. It is 
not a crime to be out of work. If 
our laws read so then they should 
be amended to suit the times we are 
living under. 

Again I am going to appeal to 
citizens to investigate for them- 
selves the actual situation before 
you take anyone’s word and turn 
a deaf ear to those who may be 
forced to ask assistance in order 
to maintain life. 

I am not a Communist or a man 
who ts trying to stir up trouble in 
the handling of the unemployed, 
but a responsible trade union offi- 
cial who is ready to assist in any 
manner possible to solve this situa- 
tion for the benefit of all concerned, 
I know that exception will be taken 
to what I have said, but I challenge 
any public official to meet me in a 
debate on the handling of the un- 
employment question and as to the 
correctness of my statements.

Former Premier Herbert H, Green- 
field, for the last four years, pro- 
vincial agent general at London and 
who resigned last September, effec- 
tive January 1, 1931, to devote him- 
self to private enterprise, will carry 
on as government representative until | 
the end of February and possibly 
until the end of March, according to 
Premier J. E. Brownlee. 

Mr, Greenfield gave up his London 
post in order to accepf a position with 
an oil company in Alberta, but, on 
finding that his arrangements did 
not necessitate his teking over his | 
new duties until March, he wired 
Premier Brown'ee that he could con- 
| tinue temporarily if it was any con- 
venience to the province. The pre- 
mier wired bagk asking him to con- 
tinue. 

Mr, Greenfield was the first pre- 
mier under the United Farmers of 
Alberta regime, coming into office in 
1921. He continucd until 1925 when 
he resigned and was succeeded by 
Premier Brownlee, then attorney gen- 
eral, In 1927 Mr. Greenfield was ap- 
pointed to the revived office of agent 
general in London end since has in-| 
terested monied settlers and monied 
industrialists in provincial resources.
